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AN INTERVIEW CONDUCTED BY VINCE RUSSO (PART 2) 


ast month in Part | of “Beneath the 
Skin” with Ken Shamrock, we learned first- 
hand about the struggles of a tough kid from 
Macon, Georgia, who was literally forced 
to live on the streets at the tender age of 10. 
Sports were his only “way out” and 
Shamrock turned to football and wrestling 
as a way to “be somebody”. Set back by a 
devastating neck injury, the determined 
young man was able to overcome alll 
odds and still pursue his dream. However, 
a trip to the Far East would change his 
goals forever. 

In Part 2 of this explosive interview, 
Shamrock will bring us into the brutal world 
of shootighting, and give us the lowdown 
on how he earned the title “The World’s 
Most Dangerous Man!” 


EDITOR: How did the shoot-fighting in 


Japan come about? 


SHAMROCK: At the time, | was involved 
in professional wrestling in the Carolinas. 
Dean Malenko and | were tag team partners. 


EDITOR: Let's back up from there for a 
second. How did you get into professional 
wrestling? 


SHAMROCK: Well, | had just gotten mar- 
ried and | was working as a bouncer in 
Reno, Nevada, but | was also driving back 
and forth to Susanville, California, because 
| also had a painting job there. | was travel- 
ing all over at the time, but in reality | had 
nothing going on. | knew | didn’t want to 
be a bouncer or a painter all my lifel | 
wanted to do something athletic. But | just 
kind of let things go by... | never pursued 
one thing. Then one day, my dad—who 
was a HUGE wrestling fan—suggested, 
“Hey, why don’t you try and become a 
wrestler?” My first reaction was—“NAH.” 
| mean, | never watched wrestling much, 
except when | was younger! | used to 
watch Pat Patterson and Moondog Mayne. 
[Laughing] | loved those matches because 
those guys were just brutal on each other! 
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Later on | also watched Bret Hart, and 
especially the British Bulldog. Well, after 
really thinking about what my father said, | 
tigured—what the heck—so | gave it a 
shot. Around 1989 or 1990 | began to 
train with Mad Dog Buzz Sawyer in 
Sacramento, mainly because it was close. 
Unfortunately, that wasn’t working out 
for me because | was just wrestling guys. 
| really wasn’t learning anything and | wasn’t 
receiving that much of an opportunity to go 
somewhere. After that, my dad made some 
calls and we got hold of Nelson Royal and 
Gene Anderson in Mooresville, North 
Carolina. | flew there with my father for a 
tryout, and they liked me. So, | went back 
home, gathered up my family and off | 
moved to North Carolina. Soon thereatter, 
my father sold his business gy 

and moved there with us to A 

help me in my career. My 
wife and | had a baby by 
then, and we were all 

jammed in this tiny house 

while I’m traveling and 

trying to make if in 

wrestling. Royal and 
Anderson helped me outa 
lot! | was learning, 
and | actually got , i 
some matches in.

EDITOR: How did your wife feel 


about this new career in fighting? 


SHAMROCK: Well, | got a tape 
and popped it in the VCR for my 
wife to look at. | told her this was 
something | really wanted to do 
before | turned it on. Then, when | 
pressed play, up pops this screen 
with two guys beating the crap out 
of each other. My wife is just sitting 
there with her mouth wide open. 
She looked at me and said, “You 
want to do this?!” | said, “Honey, | 
used to get in trouble for doing 
this—NOW THEY'RE GOING TO 
PAY MEI!!!” After | went overseas 
and won my first match, my wife 
was overjoyed. The next time | went 
back, they had me fighting in a 
main event match! Unfortunately, 
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Three months later | went over 
to Japan for my first shootfight — 
/ match and | beat the crap out 
of some guy. | mean this is 
what | did all my life and these 
guys are telling me they're. 


the other guy won, and | went back 
home with two black eyes and a 
busted nose. When | got off the 
plane, my wife just looked at me in 
disbelief and my dad just hugged 
me. [Laughing] They thought | got 
my @#$! kicked out of me, but | told 
them they should see the other guy! 
We had a brutal 12-minute fight. 
Even though | lost... for being only 
my second time over there doing 
this type of fighting—I beat the crap 


out of one of th uys! So, after 


that they signe 


EDITOR: How did your fighting in 
Japan lead you into the Ultimate 
Fighting Championship in the 
United States? 


SHAMROCK: | wrestled shoot- 
fighting in Japan for almost six 
years and | was the champion in 
three different organizations. In one 
of the organizations, they put 
together a tournament to crown their 
first champion. | went through all 
the other fighters to win the title, 
and | was honored as the first one 
to hold it. | was on top of the world. 
This is when | first heard about the 
UFC in the United States. | knew 
that it was one step up from what | 
was doing in Japan. So, | got into it. 
| won my first fight and then | lost 
my second one. | just wasn’t pre- 
pared. | had fought in Japan and 
won my fight over there, and then 
three days later | fly from Japan to 
Denver—Mile High—thinking that 
the UFC fight was just going to be 
the same thing. But it wasn’t. This 
was the knuckle-up time! This was 
just bare knuckles and getting after 


it. So, | swore to myself after that | 
would never lose again—and four 
years later—I hadn't. | was the first 
Supertight Champion. | retained 
that title through five Superfights. 
After that, however, it was time to 
make another change of scenery 
because, again, | wasn’t making 
enough money to support my family. 
The Ultimate Fighting Championship 
starting going down. | liked the 
whole concept that they had of war- 
riors getting in the Octagon and 
battling it out professionally instead 
of trading punches out in the middle 
of the street. You were able to go in 
there and put different disciplines up 
against different disciplines and 
have a battle! It was a war. Mono- 


-on-mono. But because of all the 


problems the UFC was having with 
state regulations, they ended up 
spending all of their money in court. 
After a while, they weren't able to 
pay the talent, which was not their 
fault! They were just trying to keep 
the thing alive! But it wasn’t my 
fault that | couldn’t take care of 
my family every month either. So, | 
had to make a change. | decided | 
wanted to get back into pro wrestling. 


EDITOR: This might be a strange 
question, but how does it feel to get 
hit in the face with a full-blown pair 
of knuckles? 


SHAMROCK: [Laughing] People 
see that as being painful, but | tell 
you... it’s not. It doesn’t hurt. It’s 
more of a stunning. If | was to walk 
up and hit you right now, you 
wouldn't feel a thing. Maybe in a 
day or two you may swell up and 
bruise, but you wouldn't feel any- 
thing when it happened. So, if 
you're in a fight and somebody hits 
you, it’s more of just a stun thing 
and then you continue to fight. After 
the fight you'll feel your aches and 
pains. People say I’m abnormal 
because | don’t feel pain. | mean, | 
feel pain, don’t get me wrong; but it 
just doesn’t alter my fighting style or 
my way of thinking. If something 
hurts | just use something else. 


EDITOR: Why the change back 
to pro wrestling? Did you think 


— 


EDITOR: Has there EVER been a 
time in your life when you were 
afraid of something? It seems to me 
that even as a child living in a car 
you feared nothing. 


SHAMROCK: You know what | 
was afraid of? The one thing that 
I'm still afraid of the most—being a 
failure. Dying doesn’t even bother 
me, because | believe you go to a 
better place. Pain doesn't bother me 
because it is just an obstacle you 
have to get over. Failing scares me 
the most because | love my kids and 
my wife, and | don’t want them to 
go through what | went through. 
Being a kid and growing up like 
that... not having a father... or a 
mother who couldn't support you. | 
don’t want my kids to ever have to 
be faced with that. To me, failing 
my children, or my family, is what 
bothers me most. That is why | do 
what | do. That is why | move from 
place to place to place, because if | 
can’t support my family by doing 
what | like to do, then | will do 
something else. | am very fortunate, 
and | thank God that | am able to 
do things that | like to do. | have 
been blessed and gifted. | got to 
tight, play football, | got to do 
everything | love to do and be suc- 
cessful at it. Now, I’m doing some- 
thing that | still love! Even though | 
was set back because of some fail- 
ures, | was able to jump back up 
and continue on. 


EDITOR: When all is said 
and done with your career, how 
would Ken Shamrock like to 
be remembered? 


SHAMROCK: The way | think is 
most respectful for people to remem- 
ber someone is by the way they 
handled themselves in being suc- 
cessful. What bothers me most is 
when | see successful people who 
have made it to the top and then 
they kick everyone aside, such as 
the people who helped them get 
there. Obviously you have to move 
on, and not everyone can come 
with you, but nevertheless, you al- 
ways have to remember those peo- 
ple that helped you get from place 
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to place in this life. Everyone that | 
pass on my way to the top, | am go- 
ing to pass right along on the way 
down. And when | pass them on the 
way down | want them to say 
“thank you”, and for me to be able 
to say “thank you” | don’t want 
them to have any bitter feelings as | 
go through that transition because 
that’s the way it goes—you go up... 
you go down. | don’t want to leave 
anybody thinking that | was a bad 
person. | pride myself on being a 
“tough guy” who never says quit, 
but | want people to remember me 


as being a respectful person. | be- 
lieve in the idea of respect and | 
train my fighters that way. Anyone 
who doesn’t respect what they do or 
the profession they are involved in, | 
don't want them anywhere around 
me or associated with me. ,

We might not 
even know where this path you’re 
on leads because we don’t know 
you, but we will help you down it 
and allow you to make that turn to 
the light. And then when you get it, 
you have to keep it! That's not an 
easy thing to tell that to a kid, be- 
cause they’ve been abused and 
passed from group home to group 
home and counselor to counselor. 
Some may not have been good to 
them. | mean, | went through that. 
There are some that are, and some 
that aren't. Through their life, these 
kids have seen good and bad.

OWEN HART & THE 
BRITISH BULLDOG 
(WORLD:-WRESTLING 
FEDERATION TAG 
TEAM CHAMPIONS) 
VS. THE LEGION OF 
DOOM 


After a long period away from the 
sport of kings, the Legion of Doom, 
Animal and Hawk, were anxious to 
prove that they were just as tough as 
they were during their World 
Wrestling Federation Tag Team Title 
reign of 1991. and 1992 as they 
spent the early part of the match fight 
ing through their adversaries’ various 
offensive moves and tossing around 
the champs. 

At one point, Bulldog draped 
Hawk over his shoulder and set him 
up for a powerslam. But Hawk slid 
down his opponent's back, and 
shoved the Bulldog into his partner. 
Animal joined the fray, hitting the 
Bulldog with a clothesline, while 
Hawk delivered the same maneuver 
from the rear. Taking the punishment 
a step further, Hawk twirled the 
Bulldog upside down and handed 
him to Animal, who had seated him- 
self on the top turnbuckle. From that 
vantage point, Animal executed a 
powerslam, hooking the leg and 
covering the Englishman for the 
three-count. 

It appeared that a new champi- 
onship era had begun for the Legion 
of Doom. Animal and Hawk 
strapped the belts around their 
waists, but officials soon realized that 
Owen—not the Bulldog— had been 
the legal man in the ring, and the 
match was restarted. The Legion of 
Doom showed no sign of discourage- 
ment, handling their foes with the 
same ease. Animal hoisted Hart onto 
his shoulders, while Hawk smashed 
the co-+titlist with a clothesline from the 


top rope. Before the belts could 
change hands, though, Bret Hart in- 
vaded the ring, attacking the Legion 
of Doom. The referee disqualified the 
champions, but—since a title can 
only change hands via pinfall or 
submission—they left with the gold.

Since then, Chyna has catapulted 
into the spotlight. She has shown 
that fear is a word and emotion that 
she does not care to learn.
